Bticbnera is a genus of plants eftablifhed by LiNNiEus in 
honour of A. E. Buchner, a German naturalift^ 

Of this genus, nine fpecies are enumerated in the 14th 
edition of the Syfiema Fegetaiilium, by Profeffor Murray. 

We learn from Mr. Aiton, that the prefeht fpecies (a 
native of the Cape) was introduced to the royal garden at 
Kew in 1774- 

It cannot boaft much beauty, yet as it occupies but little 
room, grows readily from cuttings, and flowers during moft 
of the fummer : it obtains a place in moll green-houfes.

The foliage of this plant greatly refembles that of Ground 
Ivy, and its branches trail on the ground fomewhat in the 
fame manner, extending to the length of fevcral feet ; but it 
is not on the ground that it is beft Teen, as its flowers are apt 
to be hid among the leaves : it appears moft advantageoufJy 
when growing in a pot, placed on a pedeftal, or in fome ele- 
vated fituation, where its branches may hang carelefiily down: 
thus treated, when fully blown, it becomes a moft pleafing 
objcft. 

LiNNi£us, the fon, in \\\s Siippl. Plant, obferves, that the 
Difandra varies extremely in the number of its ftamina, as it 
does alfo in the divifions of its calyx, and corolla; in this 
refpeft, indeed, we do not know its equal : -fortunately for 
thofe fyftems of Botany, which are formed from the number 
of certain parts of the fruftification, few fuch inconflants exift. 

Profeflbr Murr AY^ obferves, that feven is the moft pre- 
valent number of its ftamina, five the moft natural. 

LiNNiEus defcribes it as a native of the Eaft; Mr. Aitow 
informs us, thatitw%3 introduced here about the year 1771, 
from Madeira. 

It flowers during moft of the fummer months ; in the 
winter it muft be kept in the green-houfe ; in the fummer it 
will bear the open air, grows readily from cuttings, fliould 
be planted in rich earth, and plentifully watered in dry 
weather.

The celebrated author of the Hortus Kewenjis informs us, 
that the plant here figured is a native of the Levant, and 
was ihtroduced to this country in the year 1787, by Monf. 
L' Heritier, who firft gave it the nzmo o[ Michauxia^ an4 
wrote a Monographia, or particular treatife on it. 

We have before obferved, that when a plant has been 
named in honour of any particular perfon, that napie rauft 
be retained in all countries, however uncouth its pronuncia- 
tion may be, and there arc few of our readers but what will 
think the prefent name fufficiently fo. 

Laft fummer.i7g2, in the month of July, , we had the 
pleafure to fee a fine plant of this fort, fully "blown, in the 
colleBion of MefTrs. Grimwood and Co. KcnCngton; 
though in a fmall pot, it grew nearly to the height of fix feet, 
was branched almoll to the bottom, and loaded with a pro- 
fufion of bloffoms, fuch as are reprefented on the plate, and 
which bore fome diftant refemblance to thofe of a paffion- 
flower. 

It is a biennial green-houfe plant, and, of courfe, only 
to be raifed from, feeds, which we are forry to find have not 
ripened in this country, though they are faid to do fo in France.

The Erica cerinihoides is one of the moft magnificent and 
Ihewy of the genus, grows wild at the Cape, from whence it 
was introduced to the royal garden at Kew, by Mr. Mass on, 
in 1774; it is the more valuable, as it flowers during moft 
of the year : its bloflbms are found to vary from a deep to 
a very pale red. It is a hardy green-houfe plant, and ufually 
propagated by cuttings. 

To have this beautiful tribe of plants in perfeftion, they 
muft be kept in pots proportioned to their fize, filled with 
that kind of bog earth in which our Britilh heaths grow fpon- 
taneoufly, finely fifted ; to which it may be neceffary fome-: 
times to add a third part of the mould of rotten leaves, or 
choice loam, partaking more of a clayey than a fandy nature : 
we muft be careful not to let them fuffer for want of water 
in dry hot weather, as fuch an omiffion, even for one day, 
may be fatal ; and to give them as much air as poflible at ^\\ 
times when the weather is mild.

The Ipomcea is very nearly related to the Convolvulus^ one 
principal difference confifts in the different form of its ftigma^ 
which is globular^ like that of the Primrofe ; whereas in the 
Convolvulus it is divided into two fubflances, as is obvioufly 
(hewn in the Convolvulus arvenfis ^wA/epium, but all the plants 
of thefe two genera have not this charader marked with 
equal flrength. 

'The pre^nt fpecies is a twining plants will run up a flick to 
the height of fix, eight, or ten feet, and produce an abundance 
of flowers, of a rich orange colour tending to fcarlet, which 
renders it one of the moit ornamental annmls cultivated in 
. our gardens, into which it is not as yet generally introduced» 
though cultivated bv Mr. Miller, in 1759- 

Mr. Miller delcribes it as a native of Carolina, and the 
Bahama Iflands, N(r. Aiton of the Weft-Indies ; it flowers 
from June to September. 

It is cultivated in the fame manner, and with the fame eafe 
as other annuals; three feeds may be fet in the ground, about 
four inches afunder, in the form of a triangle ; when the feed- 
lings are fufficiently advanced, a tall ftick is to be thruft down 
in the centre betwixt the three plants, for them to twine 
ground : the warmer and more fheltered the fituation, and 
the richer the foil in which they are placed, the taller the plants 
will grow ; by raifing them on a hot bed, you may anticipate 
their natural time of flowering, and be more certain of ob- 
taining good feed.

The plant here reprefented appears to have been firft de* 
fcribcd and figured by Burm an, in his PL Afric. under the 
nzmt of Pafferina : LiNNi£us introduced it in the 3d edition 
of his Sp. PL by the title of Pafferina dodecandra; difcovering 
afterwards that it had in reality only four flamina, and that 
the other eight fubftances, miftaken for fuch, were fo many 
glandalar ne£taria, he made in his Man/if. Plant, a new genus 
of it^ by the name of Strutbiola^ and a(£gned it the trivial name 
oiereBa; in the abbreviated generic defcription given of it, 
by Prof. Murray, an alteration is made in this generic cha- 
rader, and what before was confidered as Corolla, is here re- 
garded as Calyx ; no reafon is afligned for this alteration, and 
we are at a lofs to account for the propriety of it. 

Mr. Miller, who cultivated this plant in 1758, defcribes 
it in his diQionary, and obferves very juftly, that though its 
branches when young are ere£l, when loaded with bloflbms 
they incline to a horizontal polition \ hence the term ereda 
beconies an improper one, and Ihould be changed for one 
more expreffive. 

This fpecies of Struthiola is a very common fhrub in our 
greenhoufes, will grow to the height of five or fix feet, 
and^ though not fo ornamental as fome other plants, has the 
merit of flowering during mofl of the year, and often in the 
depth of winter. , .

The rich and elegant bloflbms of this Chinefe or Japanefe 
beauty, poflefs a flatnefs and ftifFnef§, which gives them an 
artificial air, to which their colour, which is exaftly that of 
common red lead, may perhaps fomewhat contribute ; they 
make their appearance towards the clofe of the fummer, and 
as many (when the plant is in health and vigour) are pro- 
duced on the fame ftem, they continuie a confiderable time in 
bloom ; its root is perennial, and its ftem, which rifes to the 
height of about two feet, herbaceous. 

We remember to have feen this plant in the coUeftion of 
the late Dr. Fothergill at Upton, about the year 1774, 
by whom it was firft introduced to this^country : K^EMfFER, 
the celebrated Dutch traveller, who faw it growing in Japan, 
gives a very fliort defcription of it in his Am^nitates exofide^ 
and mentions a variety of it with white flowers : Profeflbr 
Thunberg, who faw it alfo in its wild ftate,- as well as in 
the gardens of that country, confines himfelf to defcribing 
the plant more at large: Profeffor Jacquin, in his Icones^ 
has given an admirable figure of it. 

Perfons here differ in their mode of cultivating this fpecies 
of Lychnis, fome treating it as a ftove others as a green- 
houfe and others as a hardy herbaceous plant; the latter 
mode is to be preferred, provided carfc be taken to plant it 
in a flicltered fituation, and to guard it againft the inclemency 
of particular feafons : it is propagated by parting its roots, alfo 
by flips, and cuttings, but in this bufinefs more than ordinary 
care is required to be fuccefsful.

Mr. Miller, who cultivated this plant in 1731, informs 
us, that it grows wild about Lifbon, where it covers extenfivc 
trafts of ground, in the fame manner as the heath does in 
this country ; it feldom rifes above the height of three feet, 
and is much difpofed to become bufhy ; its flowers, which are 
(lightly odoriferous, begin to appear in autumn, and continue 
during the winter and fpring ; they grow in little heads on 
the fummits of the branches : their whitenefs, contrafted . 
with the dark colour of the foliage, forms a pleafing ap- 
pearance, and entitles this plant, though a common and 
long-eftabliflied inhabitant of the greenhoufe, to a place 
with fuch as niay boaft more brilliancy of colour. 

Its leaves, which thickly cover the ftalks, dp not well 
accord with Linn^eus's fpecific defcription.

The Lobelia furinamenfis, a plant newly introduced here^ 
it minutely defcribed in the SuppL PL of the younger Lin- 
NiEus, under the name of l^evigafa^ apparently from the 
fmootbnefs of its flowers: in the year 1786, Mr. Alexander 
Anderson fent this plant to the Royal Garden at Kew, from 
the Weft-Indies, where it grows fpontaneoufly^ as well as at 
Surinam; and Mn Aiton has inferte^ it at the end of the 
Horr. Kew. affigning to it a new fpecific defcription, and a 
new trivial name: our drawing was made from a plant which 
flowered in the ftove of Meflrs. Grimwooo and Co. Ken- 
iirtgton, to whom it was imparted by Richaro Molssworth^ 
Efq. of Peckham, a gentleman liberal in his communications^ 
and anxious to promote the caufe of Botany. 

This fpecies of Lobelia is a ftove p1ant> having a fome<« 
what flirubby ftalk, growing to the height of feveral feetj 
its bloflbms arc very large, of a pale red colour, and its 
Anthers, which might be miftaken for the ftigma^ unufually 
hairy. 

It begins to flower in January and February^ and continues 
to bloflbm during moft of the fummcr.

An early-blowing plants if it has no great pretenfions to 
beauty, brings with it a powerful recommendation, more 
efpecially if its flowers are not of the more commort hue 5 
fuch are the claims which the prefent plant has to a place ia 
this work : it is perennial, hardy, herbaceous, of low growth, 
rarely exceeding a foot in height, producing its.white bloflbms 
in April and May : its fize renders it a fuitable plant for the 
border of a fmall garden, or for the covering of rock-work. 

It is* readily increafcd by parting its roots in autumn. 

Grows fpontaneoufly on the Alps of Switzerland, Auftria, 
and Lapland, and was cultivated {yid.

The Helianthus multiflorus, a native of North-America, !« 
ahardy perennial herbaceous plant, arifing ufually to the height 
of five or fix feet, and producing a great number of large 
yellow Oiewy bfoflbms, which renders it a fuitable plant to 
ornament the flirubbery or garden of large extent; the variety 
with double flowers is the one moil commonly cultivated, and 
this we- find in almoft every garden : it flowers from July to 
September, and is propagated by parting its roou in autumn. 

This is a hardy plant, of ready growth, will bear the fmoke 
of London better than many others ; if it continues in the 
fame fpot for a great number of years, the bloflbms are apt 
to become fingle.

The daify, a plant common to flurope, in its wild (late 
delights in open fituations^ which are moderately moift» ic^ 
root is perennial^ and increafes greatly ; the ufual colour of 
its flowers is white, the florets are fometimes tipt with red^ 
but more frequently red on the under i'^de. 

When double, the daify becomes much more ornamental^ 
and in this ftate many varieties of it have long been cultivated, 
very generally in gardens; tbofe principally found in our

and as it is of accidental origin, fo we find that adaify which haf 
been a coxcomb one yeaij, fiiall lofe that appearance entirely 
tbe next, and out of a long edging of daifies growing luxu-

riantif, tieW ones (hail herft and there afire; we cannert 
therefore depend upon the conftancy of this variety. 

Another lingular variecy is the proliferous or ben aifd 
ehicken daifvi in which a number of flowers (landing on (hort 
footftalks fpring circularly out of the main flower; as this 
appearance for the mott pan arifes from great luxuriance*, 
this fort of daify is alfo found ocCa(ionally to lofe its prolific 
charaQer: in ray garden at Lambeth-MarOi, I oiice had a 
daify growing in an edging among a number of others, which 
not only became proliferous, or of the hen and chicken kind, 
but its ftalk alfo, or fcapus, became branched, producing Ciit 
or fevdn (lower! ng-(tem.s. with flowers at their extremities 
of the fize of the common daify; thus we find that the moft 
permanent chara6lers of plants are liable to be altered, and 
even deftroyed, by accident, or culture. 

Daifies appear to moft advantage planted as an edging to a 
border, not that they arc fuperior. or even equal to box for 
the great purpofes of an edging ; but in the fpring of the 
year they enliven the border more, and add much to the ge»» 
neral gaiety of the garden r in the formation of thefe, we (hall 
give our readers fome pratlical inftruflions, which will enable 
them to fucceed much better than by following the mode 
commonly praflifed. 

The laft week in September, or the firft in Oftober, take 
up your daify roots, and divide them into (ingle plants ; your 
border being dug, put down your line, and make a (hallow 
trench along it as for the planting of box; in this trench 
place your plants three inches apart, fpreading out their 
fibres in the trench, and prelTing the earth clofely round them ; 
in this vcay they will foon become rooted, and (irmly (ixed 
in the ground before the approach of froft; fhould this bufi- 
nefs be defercd later, as it frequently is, and the daifies be 
planted.with a dibber in the ufual way, in all probability the 
worms will draw out every plant before fpring, efpecially if 
the earth has been rendered loofe by repeated frofts. 

Edgings of this kind require to be replanted in the fame 
way every autumn, as the plants, if they grow well^ fpread 
too wide { if the fummer prove dry^ many of the roots fail» 
and if they remain undifturbed in the fame fpot, they will de« 
generate and become (ingle, notwithftanding Mr. Millei^ 
informs us, that he never obferved them to do fo.

The Primrofe in its wild fingle ftate is frequently introduced 
into ftirubberies and plantations, for the purpofe of enlivening 
them in the fpring months ; in its double ftate it has been 
deemed peculiarly worthy of cultivation by the curious in 
flowers. Oi iht' double yellow Primrofe, which feems to have 
been the firft known, we meet with a figure in the Hort. Eyft. 
and in the Parad.TerreJlr. of Parkinson, fince thofe publi- 
cations many new and perfeftly double varieties have been in- 
troduced, as • ' 

The double white, rarely met with. 
. The double deep red or velvet, the bloflbms of this will fome- 
times come fingle. 

The double pink or lilac, here figured, a plant much admired. 

The double crimfon, a new variety, which, in brilliancy of 
colour, far furpaffes all the others. 

The red, commonly called the Scotch Primrofe, lefs orna- 
mental than any of the preceding : befides thefe, we have ob- 
ferved a variety with bloflbms of a dingy yellow inclining to 
red, not worth cultivating. 

Thefe feveral varieties of Primrofe are admirably adapted 
to the decoration of the fhrubbery, plantations, or even the 
north fide of rock- work ; they delight to grow in a ft iff loam, 
a moift and fomewhat ftiady fituation, fo planted they thrive 
admirably, the double fucceeding almoft as well as the. fingle ; 
every fecond or third year their roots fiiould be divided, which 
may be done either in fpring or autumn, they may be cultivated 
alfo in pots for the convenience of removing them when in 
bloflbm.

The Plumhago rofea, one of the moft ornamental plants which 
we keep in our ftoves, is a native of India, from whence it 
vas introduced to this country by the late Dr. Fothergill, 
in the year 1777, pofterior to the publication of the laft edi- 
tion of Mr. Miller's Diftionary. 

It is a ihrubby plant, whith frequently grows to the height 
of four or five feet, and is perpetually putting forth flowering 
fpikes ; thefe continue a long while in bloflbm, and hence, 
with proper management, it may be had to flower during moft 
of the year, a very defirable circumftance in a plant of fuch 
fingular beauty. 

The ufual mode of increaling it is by cuttings, which ftril^e 
freely. 

Its parts of fruftification, whether we regard their colour, or 
flnifture, arc highly deferving of notice.

By the old Botanifts this fpecies of Fumaria, whofe root is 
conftantly folid, was tonfidered as a diftinft fpecies from ano- 
ther fimilar to it of larger growth, whofe root is as conftantly 
hollow, and which will be figured in the next number of this 
work; Caspar Bauhine in particular, in his Pinax, defcribes 
the charafters in which they differ: Linnaeus neverthelefs 
makes them varieties of each other, uniting them under the 
name of bulboja ; from this union we have taken the liberty to 
diflent, choofmg rather to follow Miller, who regards them 
as diftinft, and the Botanifts preceding him. 

The Pumaria Joliday a very old inhabitant of our gardens, 
is a plant of very humble growth, rarejy exceeding three or 
four inches in height, and producing its fpike of purple 
flowers in April, which continue in blofforti about a fortnight. 

In point of colour the flowers of this plant are not fuDJeft 
to much variation, we poflefs a variety of it with bloflbms of a 
much brighter colour than thofe of the common fort, and 
which, on that account, is much more worthy of cultivation. 

As a fpring plant, it dcferves a place in the garden 5 in point 
of ornament, it is applicable to the fame purpofes as the 
Primrofe, will grow in almoft any foil or fituation, requires to 
be taken up in the autumn, and frefti-planted every two or * 
three years ; if fufFered to remain in the fame fpot for a great 
length of time, it becomes fmallef, produces few or no flowers, 
and is fo altered in its appearance, as to look like another 
fpecies.

The hollow-rooted Fumitory differs from ih^ folida^ already 
figured, and that conftantly, in a variety of particulars ; its root 
is always, as far as we have obferved, hollow, appearing fome- 
times, as Parkinson informs us, ** like a (hell, every part 
" of which when broken will grow ;" frequently acquiring a 
very great fize ; the plant itfelf ufually grows to twice the 
height of the folida^ bearing foliage and flowers proportionably 
large ; its brafteae or floral leaves, which in the folida affume 
a kind of finger'd appearance from the manner in which they 
are divided, in this are entire or but flightly indented ; it 
flowers alfo about three weeks earlier. 

Of the Fumaria cava there are three principal varieties in 
point of colour, viz. the white, the blufh-coloured, and the 
purple, which, though plentiful in our gardens formerly, are 
now rarely met with; Mr. Chappe low informs mc, that he 
found them all this fpring, in an old plantation at Teddington^ 
where they produced the moft pleafing efFefct. 

It begins to flower in March and continues in bloom thrfee

The Chinmia baccifera, a native of Africa, is a plant not 
unfrequent in our greenhoufes ; its flowers are curious in 
their ftrufture, of a lively hue, and fucceeded by round feed- 
veflels, which, when ripe, have the appearance of red berries, 
whence its name oibcucata : if we carefully examine thefe fced- 
veflels, we Ihall find that they arc not properly berries, for 
on cutting them tranfverfly, the/ are found to be hollow and 
to be divided into two cells (vid. PI.) in which are contained 
fmall black feeds, whofe furface is beautifully reticulated with 
imprefled dots ; the fides of the feed-vcflel are flefhy, and do 
not appear to divide or fplit in any regular manner for the 
difcharge of the feed ; they muft however be regarded rather 
as capfules than berries : in the genus Hypericum, the feed- 
veflels are found to var^ in a fomewhat fimilar manner ; in. 
this part of the fructification there is not, therefore, that de- 
viation which has been fuppofed, but there is a very great one 
in the anthers, which do not ultimately become fpiral. 

This plant, which grows to the height of a foot and a half 
or two feet, becomes very buftiy, rather too much fo in point 
of ornament, and produces both flowers, and fruit, during 
mod of the fummer. 

Though regarded as a greenhoufe plant, it does not ripen 
its feeds well unlefs kept in the ftove ; is with difficulty raifed 
from cuttings, from feeds readily, by which it requires to be 
frequently renovated.

Of this genus, two fpecies only have as yet been difcovercd, 
the one a native of Great-Britain, the other h^re figured the 
produce of Siberia and Cappadocia, both hardy, perenoial, 
herbaceous plants ; the latter, more particularly, from the 
bright orange colour of its flowers, held in high eftimation as 
an ornamental plant, and flowering in May and June.

Mod of the plants of this genus are tall and fhewy ; the 
one here figured is however, of very humble growth, its 
flowering ftem in the cultivated plant rarely exceeding fix 
inches in height; its flowers are proportionably large, of a 
bfaKiih purple colour, and highly ornamental ; they make their 
i^ypearance in May, and continue fucceflively in bloflbm for 
feveral months, hence it becomes a defirable plant to cultivate, 
efpecially for the decorating of rock-work ; it is very hardy, 
requires a north afpeft in the fummer, and to be carefully 
watered in dry weather ; will grow in almoft any foil, and is 
ufually propagated by planting its roots in autumn. 

Grows fpontaneoufly on the Pyrenean AlpSi in its wild ftate

The Cape of GoodrHope, that moft fertile fource of curious 
and beautiful plants, affords numerous fpecies of Wood Sorrel, 
and, among others, the prefent one, which is diftinguiftied for 
the largenefs of its bloflbms ; they are of a fine yellow colour, 
and, when expanded by the influence of the fun, make a very 
confpicuous figure in the green-houfe ; it begins to flower 
early in April, and continues about two months in bloom^ 
laany flowering ftems arifing from the fame root. 

This fpecies is of free growth, and increafes plentifully by 
bulbs^ which are produced on the crown of the root, as well as 
on its fibres ; thefe, when the plant decays, ftiould be taken 
tipi and two or three of the largeft planted in the middle of a 
foi filled with ^ mixture of bog earth and rotten leaves, well 
incorporated j towards winter, the pots fliould be placed in 
the greenrhpufe, or in a fram^ fo fecured as perfeftly to keep 
out froft.

LiNNiEus has given to this charming annual the name of 
elegans^ on account of the great beauty of its flowers, the 
florets of the radius being of a moft brilliant purple, and thofe 
of the difk bright yellow; colours regarded as peculiar to this 
plant, till the Sen. venuftus defcribed in the Hort. Kew. was 
difcovered and introduced here ; it is a native of the Cape and 
other parts of Africa, grows ufually to the height of a foot and 
a half, or two feet ; flowers from June to Auguft, grows readily, 
requiring the lame treatment as other annuals of the more 
tender kind ; fcedling plants raifed in the autumn in pots, and 
kept in the grcen-houfe or under a frame during winter, will, 
of courfe, flower much earlier than plants produced in thefpring. 

Within thefe few years, a variety of this Senecio with per- 
ffeaiy double flowers, equally brilliant as thofe of the finglc 
kind, has been introduced, and is here figured ; this, from its 
fuperior beauty, is now cultivated, in preference to the fingle; 
there is double variety of it alfo with white flowers, which be- 
ing lefs ftiewy is not fo much efl:eemed ; both of thefe are 
raifed, and that readily, from cuttings, which as foon as well 
rooted may be planted out in the open borders, where they 
will be highly ornamental during moft of the fummer ; as 
young plants are moft defirable, we ftiould take care to have a 
conftant fucceflion from cuttings regularly put in, and to prc- 
ferve pots of fuch in particular, in the grecn-houfe during 
winter, for early blowing the enfuing fummer.

The Amaryllis Atamafco is a native of Virginia and Caro- 
lina, in which countries it grows very plentifully in the fields 
and woods, where it makes a beautiful appearance when it is 
in flower, which is in the fpring. The flowers of this fort are 
produced fingly, and at their firfl: appearance have a fine 
Carnation colour on their outfide, but this fades away to a 
pale or almoft white before the flowers decay. This plant is 
fo hardy as to thrive in the open air in England, provided the 
roots are planted * in a warm fituation and gn a dry foil ; it 
may be propagated by oflFsets from the roots, which they put 
out pretty plentifully, efpccially if they are not tranfplantcd 
. oftner than once in three years. Miller s Di£f. 

It is ufual with the Nurferymen about London to keep this

The Pelargonium tricolor^ a fpecies perfeftly new, in point 
of beauty is thought to eclipfe all that have hitherto been 
introduced ta this country ; its blofforas are certainly the moft 
fiiewy, in a colleftion of plants they are the firft to attraft the 
eye the two uppermoft petals are of a beautiful red, having 
^ihcir bafes nearly black, the three lowermoft are white, hence 
ils name of tricolor ; this peculiarity of colour joined to their 
form, h^ induced fome to fancy a fimilarity betwixt its flowers 
and thole of the Heartseafe : to the bloffoms of the Lathyrus 
articulatus in point of colour, they bear alfo a diftant relcm- 
blance. 

In our eagemefs to lay before the public this ftriking novelty, 
we may poffibly omit fome circumftances relative to its hiftory 
and treatment, whicli future experience may develope, they 
will not, however, we truft be very material ; the plants which 
'we have had an opportunity of feeing have fcarcely exceeded 
a foot in height, growing up with a Ihrubby ftem, and expand- 
ing widely into numerous flowering branches, unufually 
difpofed to produce flowers in a conftant fucceflion, fo that 
during moft of the fummer the plant is loaded with a profufion 
of bloom; thefe flowers for the moft part go off without being 
IbUowcd by any feed, and when any feed is produced, of which 

we 



we have feen a few inftanccs, there is generally one perfeft and 
four abortive, frequently all of them fail ; the bloflbms vary 
in the number of their ftamina, four are moft u fussily apparent, 
three fuperior, and that very conftantly, one inferior and often 
two, we have never- obferved f?vei[\, the proper number of 
fertile ftamina in a Pelargonium : the whole plant is covered 
with Ihort white hairs which give to the* foliage a fomewhat 
filvery hue. 

Inftances have occurred in which one or more of the white 
petals have had a ftripe of red in them, and we haye obferved 
that the dark colour at the bafe of the uppermoft petals is, in a 
certain degree, foluble in water^ for on the plants being watered 
the white petals have here and there become ftained by the 
colouring matter proceeding from it^ and which, in a diluted 
ftate, is of a purplifli tint : as the flowers decay, this apparently 
black part, diftinguifhed by the roughnefs of its furface, arifing 
from prominent lucid points, and which effentially diftinguilh 
the fpecies, is fometimes perforated with numerous fmall holes.. 

Mr. Masson, who is employed to colleft plants at the Cape, 
for the Royal Garden at Kew, and in which employment he fo 
honourably acquits himfelf, as the Hortus Kewertfis bears ample 
teftimony, fent hither feeds of this Pelargonium^ which flow- 
ered in that matchlefs collefiion in the year 1792; a few plants 
of it have alfo been raifed from Cape feeds, by Mr. Wi lli ams, 
Nurfcryman, at Hammerfmith, fome of which flowered this 
fpring with Mr. CoLViLL, Nurferyman, Kings-Road. 

It muft be feveral years before the lovers of plants can be 
generally gratified with the pofleflion of this plant, moft of its 
branches running out fpeedily into flowering ftalks, form few 
proper for cuttings, which are ftruck with difficulty, and per- 
feft feeds are fparingly produced. 

It appears to be equally hardy as moft others of the fame 
tribe, and to require a fimilar treatment*

Clusius is the firft author who has dcfcribed and figured 
this plant, he is very minute in his defcription of it, noticing 
the exaft number of its {lamina s it is the more furprifing, 
therefore, that he (hould have fo little idea of generic charac- 
ter, as to rank it with the trefoils merely from the form of 
its leaves: Tournefort, born to illuftrate the genera of 
plants, named it Fagonia, in honour of his friend and patron, 
Monf. Fagon, privy counfellor and confulting phyfician to 
Lewis XIV. 

This fpecies is a native of the ifland of Candia, and was 
cultivated here by Mr. Miller, in 1739; it is an annual, 
and as it does not perfe6l its feeds with us in the open 
air, unlefs in very favourable feafons, it is ufually treated as a 
green-houfe plant, its feeds fhould be fown in the autumn^ z$ 
it thereby flowers earlier, and ripe feeds are with more cer- 
tainty obtained. 

Itbloffoms from June to Auguft. 

The plant from which our drawing was made, flowered this 
feafon in the very rich colle£lion of Meflrs. Lee and Ken k ed y, 
Hammerfmith. 

Its branches are ufually procumbent, about a foot in lengthy 
and require, if the plant be kept in a pot, to be tied up to a ftick.

The plant here rcprefcnted, is a native of Falkland's Ifland, 
and was introduced to this country by Dn Fothergill^ 
about the year 1776 ; if permitted to grow, it will become a 
bufliy ihrub of a confiderable iize : it has been chiefly ad« 
mired for the unufual and regular growth of its leaves, which 
are ever-green, and grow thickly on the branches, crofs-wife, 
affording an excellent example of the folia decujfata / but it is 
entitled to our admiration on another account, its blolToms 
have a moft delicious fragrance (fimilar to that of the Olea 
fragrans) not mentioned by authors, and we, believe fcarcely 
known, having never heard it fpoken of by thofe who have 
cultivated the plant ; its flowers, which are white, are pro- 
duced on the tops of the branches, which, however, they do 
iK)t ftriftly terminate, but ufually grow out juft below the 
fummits, on Ihort racemi ; the corolla is fometimes divided 
into five fegmcnts, and there is a greater equality in the feg- 
incnts than is ufually found in the flowers of the Veronica, the 
fccd-veflel differs alfo in its form, being longer, more oval, and 
fcarcely emarginatc ; thefe feveral deviations from the ftruclure 
of the Veronica genus, joined to the fragrance of the bloflbms 
of this plant, induce us to think, that it ha^ more affinity with 
the Oka above mentioned. 

Cultivators complain, tMat it does not blow freely; without 
any peculiarity of treatment, it flowers with us every year, 
about the middle of June ; it is one of the more hardy green- 
boofe plants, which is ufually and readilj^increafed by cuttings.

This fpecies of Argemone is a native of Mexico, and the 
W'cft-IndieSj where ve ftould fuppofc it to be a very common 
and noxious weed, from the name there given it of Fico del in^ 
femo^ or the Devil's Fig : it has long been introduced to this 
country; Gerard, who cultivated it with fuccefs, ludicroufly 
attributes its nickname to a different fource: "The golden 
" Thiftle of Peru, called in the Weft-Indies, Fique del inferno, 
^ a friend of mine brought it unto me from an iland there, called 
** Saint Johns Hand, among other feedes, what reafon the inha^ 
^ bitants there have to call it fb it is unto me unknown, unlefs 
^ it be bicaufe of his fruite, which doth much refemble a figgo 
•* in fliape and bigneffe, but fo full of fliarpe and venemous " 
•' prickles, that whofoever had one of them in his throte^ doubt-* 
^ lefs it would fend him packing either to heaven or to hell." 

Miller mentions it as a plant of no great ufe or beauty, in 
the latter point of view Clusius, who was one of the firft to 
figure and defcribe it, and Gerard, thought differently ; ita 
foliage is certainly beautiful, fomewhat like th^t of the milk 
thiftle, its bloffoms are large and Ihewy, though not of long 
duration $ like the Celandine, the whgle plant abounds with a* 
yellow juice, which flows out when it is wounded; it differs 
from the poppy, to which it is nearly related, in having a 
calyx of three leaves*

In a former number of this work, we gave a figure of the 
Scailct Ipomoea, which every one poflefling a garden, at leaft' 
in the more fouthern parts of this kingdom, might gratify 
themfelves with a fight of, it being hardy enough to flower 
and ripen its feeds in the open border; but the prefent fpecies, 
an annual alfo, and equally beautiful, with greater Angularity 
of foliage, can be brougJit to perfeftion only in the ftove or 
hot-houfe. 

Its feeds ihoulcj be fown early in the fpring, two or three in 
a fmall pot ; when the plants are fo far advanced as to fliew^ 
a difpofition to climb, they fl^ould be removed with a ball of 
earth into a middle-fized pot, in which one, two, or three, 
flicks, four or five feet high fliould be ftuck, for the plants to 
climb up ; in the months of June and July they will flower, wid 
ripe feed will he produced in September. 

This elegant fpecies, a native of both the Indies, was cultii 
vated here by Parkinson, who minutely defcribe\ it in hii 
Parad terr. when fpeaking of the feed, he obferves, ** with u: 
^ it will feldom come to flower, becaufe our cold nights an( 
•* frofts come fo foone, before it cannot have comfort enougl

The Teucrium latifolium as well as the fruticans^ which 
is nearly related to it, is a native of Spain, and was cul- 
tivated in this country in i7i4> by the Duchefs of Be aufort^ 
vid.

•Parkinson was not acquainted with this plant when he 
wrote his Parad. terr. but in his larger and more general 
work, the T^heat. PL publiflied in 1640, he defcribes and 
figures it as a plant newly introduced from Virginia, by Mr. 
John Tradescant: Cornutus, in his account of the plants 
of Canada, gives us a reprefentation and a defcription of this 
plant alfo ; according to him, its ufual height in that country 
is about nine inches; in the gardens here it nearly equals the 
common Columbine, which it confiderably refembles in the 
appearance of its foliage> but differs in the form and coloiit of 
its flowers, the horn of the neftary is ftraighter, and the bloflbm 
in feme of its parts inclines more to orange^ which renders it 
highly ornamental. • 

It is a hardy perennial, and may be eafily propagated by 
parting its roots in autumn or fpring ; it may alfo be raifed 
from feeds, which ripen readily here ; thefe are found to be a 
I(mg time in vegetating, as are others of this genus. 

We have obferved in fome gardens, a Columbine of more 
hiimble growth than the one here figured, called ^y the name 
^canadenfist and which mofl probably is a variety of our 
plant, its bloflbms fpread wider, are of a pale red colour 
without any orange, and hence being lefs beautiful, is, of 
courfe^ icfs worthy of culture.

It is not a little fingular that we fhould have no certain 
account of what country this fpecies of Scabious is a native ; 
Clusius who dcfcribes and figures it accurately, relates that 
he received feeds of it from Italy, under the name of Indian 
Scabious ; he infortns us alfo that he received feeds of a Scabious 
from Spain, which the fame year produced flowers of a fimilar 
colour, but paler; Parkinson fays this plant is verily thought 
to grow naturally in Spain and Italy; dofes he borrow this idea 
froth what Clusius has advanced? he certainly gives nd 
autl'.ority for his fuppofition: Linnaeus mentions it as a native 
of India with a note of doubt; Miller does the fame, omit- 
ting any doubts about it; Mr. Aiton leaves its place of growth 
unfcttled. 

The Sweet Scabious has long and defervedly held a place 
as an ornamental plant in our gardens, the flowers are well 
adapted for nofegays, have a fw^cct mufl*y fmell, and arc 
produced in great profufion from Jlme to Oftober- 

It is a hardy biennial, requiring yearly to be raifed from 
feeds, thefe fliould be fown about the latter end of May, or 
beginning of June, on a fliady border of frefli earth, thinning 
the plants as they advance to the diftance of three or four 
inches; in autumn they fliould be removed into the border, 
where they are intended to flow^er, thus trqg^ed they will 
become good ftrong plants againft winter, flower early the 
cnfuing fummer, and produce abundance of perfeft feeds. 

The bloffoms vary in colour, towards autumn the edge of 
the florets become paler.

The Finra rofea was firft cultivated in this country by Mr,. 
Philip Miller in 1757, he obferves that it deferves a place 
in the ftove as much as any of the exotic plants we have in 
England, becaufe the flowers are very beautiful, and there is 
a conftant fucceflion of them all the fummer. 

The following^account is extrafted from his Diftionary; 

" This plant grows naturally in the Ifland of Madagafcar, from 
' whence the feeds were brought to the Royal Garden at Pari-s, 
"where the plants were firft raifed, and produced their flowers 
"the following fummer; from thefe plants good feeds were 
"obtained, which were fent me by Mr. Richard, gardener 
" to the King at Verfailles and Trianon. It rifes to the height 
"of three or four feet ; the branches which when young are 
"fucculent become ligneous by age : thefe flowers which ap- 
" pear early in the fummer produce ripe feeds in the autumn. 

" This fort is propagated by feeds or cuttings in the ufual 
"way; unlefs the fummer proves warm thefe plants fliould npt 
** be placed abtoad, for they will not thrive if they are expofed 
"to cold or wet, therefore during the fummer they fliould be 
"placed in an airy glafs-cafe, and in winter they muft be 
" removed into the ftove, where the air is kept to a temperate 
"heat, without which they will not live through the winter in

The Cineraria Amelloides a plant common in every green- 
houfe, was introduced by Mr. Philip Miller as long fince 
as me year 1753, being raifed by him from Cape feeds; it 
forms, a bufliy fhrub, of the height of two, or three feet, pro- 
duces numerous bloHoms, which (land fiwgly on long foot-ftalks, 
and are of a pale blue colour ; they make fome amends for 
th%ir want of brilliancy by flowering during moft of the year. 

The plant is eafily propagated cither by Iceds or clottings.

# In the third edition of the Species Plant, of Linn^u$, 
publifhed in 1764, thirteen Myrtles are defcribed; in the 13th 
edition of the Syjl. Natur. publifhed byGMELiNin9i, forty- 
one are enumerated ; thus in twenty-feven years this genus has 
gained an acceffion of twenty-eight fpecies: mgft of thefe are 
natives of warm climates, and few comparatively have been 
introduced to this country, fix fpecies otily being mentioned 
in the Hort. Kew. of Mr. Aiton, in that work the tomentofa 
here figured, not known to Linnaeus or Miller is fpecifically 
defcribed, and there Mr. Aiton informs us that it is a native 
of China, and was introduced by Mrs. Normak about the 
year 1766. 

Since that period it has fallen into the hands of various 
cultivators, and flowered perhaps in greater perfeftion than it 
did originally at Kew; the peduncles, in the various fpecimens 
wc have fecn ufually fupporting more than one flower. 

It is a' ftirub of great beauty, both i^refpeft to its foliage 
and flowers, bearing but little fimilitude to the common Myrtle, 
if fuffcred to grow, acquiring the height of many feet. 

Its bloflbms are produced in June, and July, the buds arc 
(Covered with a white down, as is alfo the underfide of the 
leaves, whence its name of tomentofa. 

It has been cuftomary to treat it as a ftove plant, fuch it \i 
confidered in the Hort. Kew. there is great reafon howevet tc 
' believe, that it is by^io means tender, and that it may faccecc 
as mod of the Chinefe plants do in a good greenhoufe.

Baro>j HalleJi in his moft admirable Monographia on the 
plants of this genus, publilhed in his Opufcula Botanicai 
defcribes and figures this fpecies, a hardy perennial, being a 
native of Switzerland, and cultivated according to Mr. Aiton>» 
in the garden at Oxford in 1766. 

It ufually grows to the height of three feet, thriving isl 
almoft any foil or fitnation, its flowers as in many other fpecies 
grow in a capitukrm or little hfead, not an umbel, ftriflly 
fpcaking, as Linn>eus defcribes it; this head is at firft covered 
with a whitifh membrane, wearing fome rcfemblance to a 
night-cap, on the falling off of which the whole of the capi- 
tulum is perceived to be of a green colour, fliortly the crown 
of it becomes of a fine reddifli purple, this colour extendi 
itfelf gradually downwards, prefently w^e fee the upper half of 
the head purple, the lower half green, in this ftate it has 2 
moft pleafing appearance ; the purple ftill extending downwards^ 
the whole head finally becomes uniformly fo, and then its 
flowers begin to open, and- emit an odour rather agreeable 
than otherwife; on diffefting a flower we find three of the 
ftamina in each longer than the others^ and bearing two little 
points, which proceed not from the anthcrae, but from the top- 
of the filaments, it is therefore one of thofe AUhims which 
Lin Nit us defcribes, as having Anther <e hi comes. 

This fpecies increafes readily by offsets, which fhould be 
fcparated and planted in Autumn. 

We know not why Linnaeus fhould give it the name of 
defcendens^ unlefs from its being one of thofe plants" whofc 
roots in procefs of time dcfcend deeply into the earth.

Profcflbr Jacquin is, we believe, the firft author who lias 
figured this fpecies of Campanula, which he has done in his 
Horlus Vindebonenjis ; Ljnn^us the Son afterwards inferted it 
in his Suppl. Pi. affigning it the charaflcrs fpecified above in 
the fynonyms, and exprcffing his doubts whether it was not a 
variety of the Campanula carpaiica^ already figured in this 
tsork, PL 117. Prof. Jacquin clearly demonftrates tha(t it can- 
not be fo, as it differs mod cfTcrntially from that plant in a 
variety of particulars, vid. Linn. Syfl. Veget. ed. 14. Murr^ 
Bis fpecific defcription there given, agrees much better with 
the plants we have fcen flower here, than that of Linn it; us 
doci, there being generally more than one flower on a ftalk, 
and the leaves rarely growing three together. 

The bloffoms of this plant when it grows in perfcflion, arc 
very large, nearly twice the fize of thofe of the Campanula 
carpaiicay whence its name o( grandiflora ; previous to- their 
opening fiilly, they fomewhat refemble an air balloon, from 
which circumf^ance it has been called by fome the Balloon plant. 

It is a hardy perennial, a native of Siberia and Tartary, and 
was introduced to this country by Mr. John Bell in the year 
1782. 

It flowers in July, is as yet a rare plant in this country, and 
likely to continue fo, as it i< not eafily increafed, multiplyip.g 
but little by its roots, fcarc^ly to be ftruck from cuttings, and 
rarely producing perfect feco>.

The feed-veffels are of the firft importance in afcertaining 
the feveral fpecies of Lathyrus, fome being naked, others hairy, 
fome long, others fliort, fome having a fmooth and perfeftly 
even furface, others, as in the prefcnt inftance, affuming an 
uneven or jointed appearance. 

Of this genus we have already figured three annual fpecies, 
common in flower-gardens, viz. odoratus, tingitanus^ and fa- 
tivus ; to thefe we now add the articulatus, not altogether fo 
frequently met with, but meriting a place on the flower-border, 
as the lively red and delicate white fo confpicuous in its blof- 
foms, caufes it to be much admired. 

It is a native of Italy, and was cultivated at the Chelfea 
Garden, in the time of Mr. Rand, anno 1739. 

It is a hardy annual^ requiring fupport, and rarely exceed- 
ing the height of two feet, flowering in July and Auguft, and 
is readily raifed from feeds, which fliould be fown in the 
open border at thie beginning of April.

Some plants have a claim on our attention for their utility, 
feme for their beauty, and fome for the fingularity of their 
Jmfture, and the wonderful nature of their oeconoray ; in the 
hft clafs we muft place the prefent plant, the flower#of which 
te recommend to the examination of fuch of our readers as 
^y have an opportunity of feeing .them ; to the philofophic 
"ttnd, not captivated with mere fliew, they will afford a moft 
feious treat. 

We firft faw this novelty in flower, towards the clofe of the 
year 17^2, at the Apothecaries Garden, Chelfea, where 
Mr. Fairbairn informed me, that «he had that feafon raifed 
fe'Cral plants of it from feeds, communicated by Dr. J. E. 
5^iTH, who received them from Madrid, to which place they 
*cre fent from South-America, and where the plant as 
Monf. Cavanille informs us, grows fpontaneoufly 'near 
Mexico. In Oftober 1793, we had the pleafurc of feeing 
*^^ plant again in bloffom in the aforefaid garden, raifed from 

feed 



feeds which ripened there the preceding year, but unfortunately 
from the latenefs of their flowering, and the very great injury 
the plants had fuftained from the Cobweb Mite (Acarus 
teliarius) vulgarly called the red Spider, there feemed little 
profpeft that the fecd-veffels would arrive at perfeftion. 

The feeds were fown by Mr. Fairbairn, in March, and 
the plants kept in the green-houfe till very late in the fummcr, 
when to accelerate their blowing, they were removed into 
the dry ftove : it is worthy of remark, that thefe plants, even 
late in the autumn, fhew no figns of blolToming, but the flowers 
at length come forth with almoft unexampled rapidity, and the 
feed-veflels are formed as quickly, fo that if the flowers were 
not very numerous, their bloflbming period would be of very 
fliort duration ; future experience may perhaps point out the 
means of making the plant blow earlier : in Spain, the blof- 
foms appeared later than here, Monf. Cavanille obferved 
them in the Royal Garden, in November and December, mod 
probably in the open ground, as no mention is made of the 
plants having been preferved from the weather. 

It was not till long after our defcription was taken, that wc 
had an oportunity of feeing Monf. Cavanille 's moft accu- 
rate and elegant work, above quoted, in which this. plant is 
firfl: figured and defcribed ; we have fclefted the moft eflential 
parts of his generic charafter, and adopted his fpecific defcrip- 
tion : there is one point, however, in which we differ from 
him; the part which he regards as the fifth Petal, we are in- 
clined to confidcr rather as that indefcribable fomething, called 
by LiNNiEUs the Neftary, it is indeed of little moment whether 
we call it a Petal or a Neftary; but there are feveral reafons 
why, ftriflly fpeaking, we cannot regard it as a Petal : in ge- 
neral the number of Petals correfpond with the number of 
the leaves^of the Calyx, thofe of the latter are four ; the bafc 
of this Neftary originates deeper than the claws of the Petals; 
fpringing in faft from the fame part as the Filament, its ft:ruc- 
ture, efpecially the lower part of it, is evidently diflPerent from 
that of the Petals, correfponding indeed as nearly as poffible 
with that of the bafe of the filament. — Vid. Descer. 

Monf. Cavanille was induced to call this plant Lopezia^ 
in compliment to Th, Lqfez, a Spaniard*.

DESCRIPTION OF the LOPEZIA^ 

ROOT annual. 

STALK five or fix feet high, branched almofl: to the bottom, 
fquare, of a deep red colour, fmooth towards the bottom, 
{lightly hairy above : Branches like the ftalk. 

LEAVES alternate, ovate, pointed, toothed on the edges, 
more fo on the larger leaves, (lightly befet with foft 
hairs, veins prominent on the under fide, ufiially 
running parallel to each other and unbranched : Leaf-- 
Jlalks hairy. 

FLOWERS numerous, from the alae of the leaves, growing 
irregularly on hairy leafy racemi, fianding on long 
flender peduncles, which hang down as the feed-veffels 
are produced : in this and fome others of its charafters, 
the plant (hews fome affinity to the Circaa. * 

CALYX : a Periantbium of four leaves, fitting on the Germen, 
• leaves narrow, concave, reddiflii, with green tips, the 
lowermoft one widely feparated from the others, and 
placed immediately under the Neftary, fig. i. 

COROLLA four Petals of a pale red colour, forming in their 
mode of growth the upper half of a circle, the two 
uppermoft linear, of a deeper colour near the apex, 
jointed below the middle, with a fmall green gland 
on each joint, ftanding on (hort round foot-ftalks, 
which are hairy when magnified, the two fide Petals 
nearly orbicular with long narrow claws, the part be- 
tween the bafe of the Petal and the claw of a deeper 
red or crimfon, fig. 2. 

NECTARY fituated below the Petals, perfeftly white, fome- 
what ovate, the fides folding together, before the flower 
fully expands, nearly upright, embracing and contain- 
ing within it the Piftillum and Stamen, on touching it 
ever fo flightly with the point of a pin, while in this 
ftate, it fuddenly fp rings back and quits the Piftillum, 
the lower elaftic part of it is then bent 'in the form 
reprefented in a magnified view of the flower on the 
plate, fig. 4. this curious phoenomenon has not been 
noticed by Cavanille. 

STAMEN : Filament one, tapering and very flender juft below 
the Anthera, arifing from the fame part as (and placed 
oppofite to the bafe of) the NeQary the lower part of 
it broader, fomewhat flcfliy, cartilaginous, and of the 
fame nature as the inferior part of the NeQary, with a 
groove as that has on the infide, fo that before the 

flower 






flower expands, the bafcs of each are like two half tubes, 
the fides of which, nearly touching each other, wholly 
enclofe the Piftillum ; as the fruftification goes forward, 
the Filament; endowed alfo with an elaftic power, bends 
back foon after the flower is open, betwixt the two upper- 
moft Petals, and becomes invifible to an inattentive ob- 
ferver; the Anthera, which is large, is at firft yellow, and 
afterwards dark brown, fg. 5. 

PISTILLUM : G^nw^« below the Calyx, round, fmooth, and 
green ; Style filiform, white, length of the Filament ; 
Stigma forming a fmall villous head. Jig. 6. in fome of 
the flowers the Piftillum appears impcrfeft, being much 
fhorter than ufual, and wanting the Stigma, perhaps fuch 
have not acquired their full growth, fig. 6. 

PERICARPIUM (from Cavanille) a round Cap/uU, of 
four cells, and four valves, the cells many-fccded.

The v^rm f ejjilifolius has been given to this fpecies of Cytifus, 
bccaufe the leaves are for the moft part feffile, that is fit clofe 
to the branches, without any or very (hort foot-ftalks ; fuch 
they are at leaft on the flowering branches when the fhrub is 
in bloflbm, but at the clofe of the Tummer they are no longer 
fo, the leaves acquiring very evident footftalks. 

It is a native of the more fouthern parts of Europe, and 
tiK)ugh in point of fize and elegance it cannot vie with its 
kindred Laburnum, it is a deciduous ffirub of confiderable 
feauty, rarely exceeding the height of five or fix feet, and 
producing a great profufion of bright yellow flowers, which 
continue in bloflbm a long while ; they make their appearance 
ii^May and June, and are ufually fucceeded by feed-veflels 
^hich produce ripe feeds, by thefe the plant is readily pro- 
pagated. 

It is one of the moft common flirubs we have, as well as one 
of the oldeft inhabitants of our flirubberies, being mentioned 
V Parkinson in his Parad. ^errejlris.

We are not acquainted with a tribe of plants which ftandt 
more in need of elucidation than thofe of this genus ; of the 
vaft numbers imported from the Cape within thefe few years,, 
where they arc chiefly natives, and that for the moft part by 
way of Holland, few comparatively are well afcertained ; fome 
of them appear fubjeQ; to great variation, both in the fize and 
colour of their bloffoms (whether in their wild ftate they are 
thus inconftant, or whether there are feminal varieties raifed 
by the perfevering induftry of the Dutch Florifts, we have not 
yet had it in our power fatisfaftorily to afcertain) ; others like 
the prefent one have their charafters Rrongly marked, and 
Icfs variable ; in general they are plants of eafy culture, re* 
quiring chiefly to be protefled from the effefls of fr'oft, the 
leaft degree of which is prefently fatal to moft of them. 

The treatment recommended for the Ixia fiexuofa is appli^ 
cable to this and the other Cape fpecies.

The Scarlet Lychnis appears to have been a great favourite

It grows fpontaneoufly in moft parts of RuiBa^ and is one 
of our moft hardy perennials. 

The extreme briUiancy of its flowers renders it a plants in 
its fingle ftate highly ornamental ; when double^ its beauty is 
heightened^ and the duration of it increafed. 

It flowers in June and July. 

The fingle fort may be increafed by parting its roots in 
autumn, but more abundantly by feeds, which Ihould be fown 
in the fpring 1 the double fort may alfo be increafed by di-> 
viding its roots^ but more plentifully by cuttings of the ftalk„ 
put in in June, before the flowers make their appearance ; in 
linking of thefc, however, there requires fome nicety. 

This plant is found to fucceed beft in a rich, loamy, foil t 
and certain diftri£ls have been found tq be more favourable 
to its growth than others. 

A white and a pale red variety of it in its (ingle ftate were

Clusius, in his work above referred to, informs us that 
he found this plant growing-wild in various parts of Germany, 
in meadows, fields, and by road fides; that it flowered in June, 
fometimes the whole fummer through, and ripened its feeds in 
July and Auguft ; the blolToms he Found fubjeft to much va- 
riation of colour, being either deep purple, whitifh, or even 
witolly white: Casp. Bauhtne notices another variety, in 
^faich the alae are white and the roftrum purple ; this variety^ 
Vbich we have had the honour to receive from the Earl of 
EgremontIs the mod defirable one to cultivate in gardens^ 
as it is more ornamental than the one wholly purple, moft 
commonly met with in the nurferies, and correfponds alfo 
better with its name of varia / it is to be noted however that 
this variety of colour cxifts only in the young bloflbms. 

The Coronilla varia is a hardy, perennial, herbaceous 
{riant, climbing, if fupported, to the height of four or five feet, 
otherwife fpreading widely on the ground, and frequently in- 
juring lefs robufi: plants growing near it ; on this account, as. 
well as from its having powerfully creeping roots whereby it 
greatly increafes, though a pretty plant, and flowering during 
moft of the fuYnmer, it is not to be introduced without cau* 
tion, and is rather to be placed ih the fhrubbery, or outfkirts 
of the garden, than in the flower border. 

It will grow in any foil or fituation, but bloflbms and feeds 
moft freely in a foil moderately dry. 

Parkinson in his Theater of Plants, mentions its being 
cultivated, as an ornamental plant. Ait. Kezv. 

Its bitternefs, will be an objeftion to its being cultivated for 
the uft of cattle, for which purpofe it has been recommended.

At the clofe of the year 1787, Mr. Robert Squibb, fcnt 
Unc from South-Carolina roots of the Lily here figured, many of 
Which have fince flowered with various perfons ift this kingdom. 
Catesby in his Natural Hiftory of Carolina, gives a figure 
and fliort account of it; Walter in his Flora Caroliniana 
defcribes it undfer the name of Zj*//ttOT Catejbait Mr. Salisbury 
in the firft number of his very magnificent work, lately publiflied, 
Jprefenls us with a very highly finifhed likenefs of this lily, aC(!om- 
panied by a moft accurate and minute defcription of it, and judg- 
ing from fome appearances in Catesby's figure, that it was not 
Ihe Lilitim Catcjb^ioi Walter, names \\.fpe£iabile : but as we 
arc aflured by Mr. Squibb^ who aflifted his friend Walter 
in his publication, that it Was the lily figured by Catesby, we 
have continued the name given in honour of that Naturalift. 

Of the different Lilies cultivated in this country, this is to 
be numbered among the leaft, the whole plant when in bloom 
being frequently little more than a foot high; in its native 
foil it is defcribed as growing to the height of two feet ; the 
ftalk is terminated by one upright flower, of the form and 
colour reprefentcd on the plate ; we have obfcrved it to vary con- 
fiderably in the breadth of its petals, in their colour, and fpots. 

It flowers ufually in July and Auguft. 

This plant may be raifcd from feeds, or increafed by offsets, 
which, however, are not very plentifully produced, nor is the 
plant to be made grow in perfcftion without great care, the 
roots in particular are to be guarded againft froft ; the foil 
and fituation may be the fame as recommended for the Cycla»

Though many fpccies of this genus have been raifed from 
feeds, brought within thefe few years from the South Seas, 
vhere they are faid to be very numerous ; this is, we believe, 
the only one that as yet has flowered in this country : our 
drawing was made from a plant which bloffomed toward the 
clofe of laft fummer at Lord Cremornes, the root of which 
had been fent from Botany-Bay ; previous to this period we 
have been informed, that the fame fpecies flowered both at 
Kew and Sion-Houfe : as it is without difficulty raifed both 
from feeds and cuttings, young plants of it are to be feen in 
moft of the Nurferies near town ; it would fecm that they do 
not flower till they are at leaft five or fix years old, 

Metroftderos is a name given originally by Rumphius in his 
Herb. Ainboin to fome plants of this genus, the term applies to 
the hardnefs of their wood, which by the Dutch is called 
Yzerhout (Ironwood) : Forster in \m Gen. PL figures this 
, and another genus on the fame plate, under the name of Lepto* 
Jpermum: Schreber in his edition of the Gen. PL of Lin- 
NAUS, unites Meirojideros, Melaleuca, Lepiofpernium, ^nd Fairi- 
cia^ under the genus Melaleuca: Gcertner in his elaborate 
work on the feeds of plants, makes feparate genera of tbefe, 
agreeably to the ideas of Sir Joseph Banks and Mr. Dry- 
ANDER, who on this fubjefl: can certainly boaft the beft in- 
formation. 

We cannot, without tranfgreffing the allotted limits of our 
letter-prefs, give a minute defcription of the plant figured; 
fuffice it to fay, that it is an ever-green Ihrub, growing to the 
height of from four to fix or more feet, that its leaves on the 
old wood feel very harfli or rigid to the touch, and when 
bruifed give forth an agreeable fragrance, the flowers grow in 
fpikes on the tops of the branches, and owe their beauty wholly 
to the brilliant colour of the filaments.

In the 80th number of this work we gave a figure of the 
Tilargonium tricolor, a plant very generally regarded as the 
moft beautiful of the genus; we now prefent our readers with 
the reprefentation of an Erodium^ which has to boaft nearly an 
equal Ihare of admiration. 

This fpecies, as we learn from the Hortus Kewenjis, is a 
native of the Cape, and was introduced by Mr. Masson in 
the year 1787. 

Its ufual time of flowering is July and Auguft ; in this point 
It is inferior to the Pelargonium tricolor, which bloffoms 
through the fpring as well as fummer months. 

It produces feeds but fparingly ; cuttings of the plant are 
ftnick with lefs difficulty than thofe of the Pelargonium above 
mentioned, the fame treatment is applicable to both plants, 
they muft be regarded as green-houfe plants of the more 
tender kind, which arrf liable to be dcftroycd in the winter 
feafon by a moift cold atmofphere.

This Mefenibryanthemutn is one of the taller and more 
upright fpecies, as well a^ the earlieft in point of flowering, 
producing its bloffoms from February to May ; thefe are 
large and of a bright orange hue, the piftilla in the centre 
are purple, and ferve at once to diftinguifh and embellifli 
them. 

It was firft defcribed in the 10th ed. of Unn. Syft. Nat. and 
afterwards inferted in the Hort.

Of the many plants which within thefe few years have been 
raifed from Botany -Bay feeds, this is one of the firft which 
flowered in this country, and one of the moft ornamental ; to 
the greenhoufe it is indeed an invaluable acquifition : we re- 
gret that the fize of our paper and the imperfeftion of the 
colouring art, will not admit of our giving a reprefentation of 
it more adequate to its beauty. 

It rifes up with a twining fhrubby ftalk to the height of 
fix, eight, or more feet; thefe multiplying greatly by age, 
become loaded, with a profufion of purple flowers, growing in 
racemi, the richnefs of which is enlivened by the appearance 
of two green fpots at the bafe of the. vexillum ; for the moft 
part the bloflbms go off with us without producing any feed- 
veflels ; in fome inftances, however, perfeft feeds have been 
produced, and we have feen a plant in bloom raifed from fuch 
in the charming retreat of John Ord, Efq. Walham-Green. 

A great excellence of this plant is the duration of its flowering 
period, it begins to put forth its bloflbms in February, and 
continues to do fo during moft of the fummer. 

In the Nurferies about town, it is known by the name 
o{ Glycine virensy a name given the plant originally by Dr. 
So lander; the latter of thefe terms we have taken the 
liberty of changing to limaculata^ as being more expreflive 
of an obvious charafter in the flower: we might, perhaps, 
have been juAified in altering the genus, as its characters do 
not appear to be peculiarly expreffive of a Glycine, nor in- 
deed of any other genus in this numerous natural order. 

It is raifed readily from feeds. 

We think it highly probable, that in warm Iheltered fituations, 
this climber might grow in the open ground ; to fuch as have it 
in abundance, we recommend them to make the experiment.

Mr* Lee, Nurferyman of Hammerfmith, informs me, that 
in the year 1780, he raifed the Ciftus here figured from feeds, 
tha produce of Portugal, and as its flowers were uncommonly 
beautiful, he was induced to name nfomto/us. 

It approaches fo near to the Ctjlus halimifolius in point of 
habit, in the form and colour of its leaves and flowers, that 
we are inclined rather to regard it as a variety of that plant, 
than as a diftinft fpecies ; at the fame time it mud be allowed 
to be a very ftriking variety, the flowers being at leaft thrice 
as large, as tbofe of the halimifolms ufually are, and the whole 
plant more hairy : as an ornamental flirub, it is highly de^ 
ferving a place in all curious colleflions. 

It will grow very well in the open border in warm flieltered 
fituations, it may be kept alfo in a pot, by which means it 
may more readily be Iheltered during the winter, either in 
the greenhoufe or under a frame. 

It flowers early in May, and may be increafcd by cuttings.

There arc three plants cultivated in the gardens of the cu- 
rious to which Bulhocodium is applied^ either as a generic or a 
trivial name^ viz. Narcijfus Bulhocodium, Bulhocodium vernum, 
already figured, and the prefent plant : the Ixia Bulhocodium 
and Bulhocodium vemum are given* in this work, not fo much 
for their beauty as their rarity, not fo much to gratify the eye, 
>as to communicate a knowledge of two plants but little known, 
and liable, to be confounded from a fimilarity of their names. 

This is one of the few hardy fpecies of the genus, and grows 
wild in many parts of Spain and Itily ; it is faid to have been 
found in Guernfey : it affefts hilly and dry fituations, will grow 
readily in almoft any foil, efpecially if frefli, and not infefted 
with vermin : it flowers about the middle of April, the blof- 
foms do not expand fully unlefs expofcd to the fun, and are 
not of long duration: authors. defcribe the wild plants as 
varying greatly in colour, vid. Cluf. they are mod commonly 
-pale blue. 

Like the Crocus, it increafes readily by offsets.

The leaves of the Ranunculus amplexicaulis in part furround 
the ftalk ft their bafe, whence its trivial name; in colour they . 
differ from moft others of the genus, being of a greyer or 
more glaucous hue, which peculiarity joined to the delicate 
whitenefs of the flowers, renders this fpecies a very dcfirable 
one to add to a colleftion of hardy, ornamental, herbaceous 
plants, more efpecially as it occupies but little fpace, and has 
no tendency to injure the growth of others. 

It is a native of the Aperinine and Pyrenean mountains^ 
and flowers in April and May 

Clusius is the firft author who defcribes and figures this 
fpecies. Johnson in his ed. of G£rard copies his figure, 
and mentions it as being then made a denizen of our gardens. 

It is readily propagated by parting its roots in Autumn, 
and provided it has a pure air^ will fucceed in moft foils and 
fituations.

The Chinefe Apple-Tree when it bloflbms in perfeftion, 
anfwers truly to the name of fpeSlabilis / a more fhewy or 
ornamental tree can fcarcely be introduced to decorate the 
flirubbery or plantation; its beauty like that of mod trees, 
whofe ornament confifts chiefly in their bloflbms, is however 
but of fhort duration, and depends in fome degree on the 
favourablenefs of the feafon at the time of their expanfion, 
vhich ufuaHy takes place about the end of April or beginning 
of May ; the flowers are large, of a pale red when open, and 
femi-double, the buds are of a much deeper hue, the fruit is of 
little account, and but fparingly produced. Trees of this 
Tpecies are to be met with in fome gardens of the height of 
twenty or thirty feet. . 

Dr. FoTHERGiLL is regarded as the firft who introduced 
this Chinefe native, he cultivated it in the year 1780 ; fuch 
plants of it as where in his colleftion, pafled at his deceafe 
into the hands of MeflVs. Gordon and Thompson,, in whofe 
rich and elegant Nurfery, at Mile-End, this tree may be fecn 
in great perfeftion. 

Though perfeftly hardy, as its bloflbms are liable to be 
injured by cutting winds, it will be moft proper to plant it in 
a ftielter'd fituation.

The plant here figured, and very generally known to the 
Nurferymen, in the neighbourhood of London, bv the name 
of Glycine rubicunda^ is a native of New South- Wales, and 
was introduced to this country about the fame time as the 
Glycine bimaculata already figured. 

It is a fhrubby, twining plant, running up to the height of 
five, fix, or more feet, producing 'blolfoms abundantly from • 
April to June, which are ufually fucceeded by feed-veflels 
which ripen their feeds with us. 

The flowers though large and fhewy, have a kind of dingy 
or lurid appearance, which greatly diminilhes their beauty. 
We have obferved the bloflbms of fome plants more brilliant 
than thofe of others, and we think it highly probable, that, at- 
fomc future period, feminal varieties may be obtained with 
flowers highly improved in colour. 

This fpecies is readily raifed from feeds, is of quick growth, 
and may be regarded as one of our more hardy green-houfe 
plants : probably it may fueceed in the open air, if planted in 
a warm fituation, and (heltcred in inclement feafons.

Authors have given to this fpecies of Ornithogalum the 

name of Neapolitan, following Clusius by whom the plant is 

figured and defcribed> and who fo called it, merely on receive 

ing it from Naples ; it may perhaps be doubted whether it be 

originally a native of Italy. Prof. Jacquin has figured it in 

Hs Flora Aujiriaca, the plant being common about Vienna, in 

garden-walks, under hedges, and in meadows, he does not 

however, from that circumflance, regard it as an original 

native there. Gasp. Bauhin informs us that Honohius 

Belli fent it him from Crete under the name of Phalangium,

^e fhall obferve, that it is one of thofe plants which foon 

accommodate themfelves to any country; producing a numerous 

progeny both from roots and feeds, and by no means nice a^ 

to foil or fituation; it is not long before it becomes a weed in 

the garden, from whence it is apt like the Hyacinthus racemofus^ 

already figured, to pafs ir\^o the tield or meadow. 

Its flowers, which if not beautiful are finguJar and delicate, 

j make their appearance towards the end of April, they are of no 

I long duration, feldom continuing above a fortnight, and are fuc- 

j ceeded by feed-velfeh which produce abundance of ripe feed, by 

\ which, as well as by its bulbs, the plant may be increafed. 

^ In the Hortus Kcwenfts it is fet down as a Greenhoufe plant^ 

one of the rare errors which occlir in that moll ufeful work.

We here prefent our readers with another Glycine, very 
lately raifed by feveral perfons in the neighbourhood of Lon- 
don from Botany -Bay feeds, and which we have called 
coccinea from the colour of its bloflbms. 

It is a Ihrubby, climbing plant, which, if fupported, will 
grow to the height of many feet, producing a great number of 
flowers on its pendant branches; theleaves, which grow three 
together, are nearly round, and, in the older ones efpecially, are 
crimped or curled at the edges j the flowers grow for the moft 
part in pairs, are, of a glowing fcarlet colour, at the bafe of 
the carina fomewhat inclined to purple, the bottom of the 
vexillum is decorated with a large yellow fpot, verging to green, 
which adds much to the beauty of the flower. 

It bloflbms from April to June, and appears to be fully as 
much difpofed to produce feed veflels, and perfeft feeds, as 
the rubicunda^ and by which alone it has hitherto been 
propagated. 

We muft rank it among the more tender green-houfe plants.

Cyrtanthus is a genus which takes its .name from the 
curvature of its flower, was eftabliflied by the younger Lin- 
naeus, and adopted by Mr. Aiton in the Hortus Kewenfis. 

The prefent fpecies is a native of the Cape, and was added 
to the royal colleftion at Kew, by Mr. Masson, in the year 
1774. The plant from whencer our drawing was made flow- 
ered the preceding May with Mr. Whitley, Nurferj^man, 
Old Brompton, who received it from Holland, and who has 
been fo fortunate as to obtain young plants of it from feed. 

It flowers in May aod June ; requires the fame treatment 
as other Cape bulbs, and may be increafed by offsets and 
feeds. 

At the extremity of each alternate fegment of the corolla 
there is a kind of fmall glandular hook, deferving of notice.

Linn iE us gave to this fpecies of Gladiolus the name of 
iriflisy from the colour of its flowers, which however poffefs 
fcarccly fufficient of the fombre to juftify the appellation; (till 
lefs fo if they vary in the manner reprefented in Trew'j Ebret^ 
where they are painted in gay and livelv colours: in the fpc- 
cimcns we have feen, the bloffoms have been of a fulphur 
colour, (haded in particular parts with very fine pencillings, 
efpecially on the under fide : moft authors defcribe the flower- 
ing ftems as producing only two flowers, Li n n au s has obfervcd 
that they fometimes produce many, we have feen them do fo 
"where the plant has grown in perfcftion ; in their expanfion, 
which ufually takes place in April and May, they give fotth a 
moft agreeable fragrance. 

It is a native of the Cape, and other parts of Africa ; was 
cultivated by Mr. Miller, and flowered in the Chelfea Gar- 
den in the year 1745. Ait. Kew. 

The leaves which fd-charaQeriftically diftinguifti this fpecies 
are highly deferving of notice, inftances of fuch rarely occur; 
as the bulbs produce numerous offsets, the plant is propagated 
by them without difficulty, and requires the fame treatment as 
oiher Cap6 bulbs.

The Dioftna uniflora another native of the Cape, that never 
failing fource of vegetable riches, was introduced to the Royal 
Garden at Kew by Mr. Masson in the year 1775, it flowers 
in our Green- Houfes from April to June, and is ufually pro- 
pagated by cuttings. • , 

This plant forms a fmall bufliy flirub, the leaves are thickly 
and irregularly fet on the branches, quite up to the flowers, 
which ftand fingly on their fummits, and are larger than thofe 
of any other known fpecies of Diofma, expanding as we have 
found on trial beyond the fize of half-a-crown, which the 
bloflbm does in our figure, though it will not appear to do fo 
to the eye of moft obfervers; they are without fcent, the calyx 
is large and continuing, compofed of five ovato-lanceolate 
leaves, reddifli on the upper fide, and if viewed from above 
vifible between the petals; the petals are five in number, much 
larger than the calyx, and deciduous, of a white colour with a 
ftreak of red running down the middle of each, furfacc highly 
glazed, the (lamina are compofed of five fliort filaments, white 
and flightly hairy, broad at their bafe and tapering gradually 
to a fine point, by which they are inferted into the bind part 

of 



of the anthcrae, near the bottom ; the antherae arc as long as 
the filaments, of a brown purple colour, bending over the 
ftigma, and opening inwardly, each carrying on the upper 
j^art of its back a gbnd-like fubftance, of a pale brown colour: 
befides thefe parts there.gire five filamentous bodies alternating 
with, and of the fame length as the ftamina, of a white colour, 
and hairy, each dilating at its extremity where it is of a reddilh 
hue, and prefenting towards the antherae an oval fomewhat 
concave furface, which fecretes a vifcous liquid; in fome 
flowers that wehav« examined, and we regret feeing but few, 
we have obferved thefe neflaries (for fuch they may be ftriftly 
called) clofely adhering by their vifcous fuoimits to the glan- 
.dular fubftances at the back of the anther©* ; the germen is 
ftudded with a conftellation of little glands, which pour forth, 
and almoft deluge it with neftar ; the ftigma is compofed of 
five little round knobs : feed veffels we have not fecn. 

• What the ufe of this very extraordinary apparatus may be wc can at pTcf<iit 
fcarcely conjcfture, future obfervation may perhaps enable us to fpcak mot 
decifivcly ; when' we figure the Diojma erieoidts wc (hall probably have marc ta 
fay of this fpccics.

Borbonia is a genus of plants eftablifhed by Linnjeus in the 
6th edition of his Genera Plantarum ; of this genus there arc 
fix fpecies enumerated in the 3d edition of the Species Plant. 
and two in the Hort. Kew. the latter of which, the crenata^ 
introduced from the Cafe by Mr. Masson^ in 1774, is here 
figured. 

It is a fmall flirubby plant, rarely exceeding the height of 
three feet, producing its flowers in a fmall duller on the fura- 
mits of the branches ; thefe are of a yellow colour, and have 
nothing about them peculiarly fingular, or beautiful ; it is 
the foliage alone which renders this plant defirable in a col- 
lefiion. 

It flowers from June to Auguft, and in favourable feafons 
ripens its feeds^ by which the plant is ufually propagated. .

The Tulip-tree is a native of moft parts of North- America, 
Marshall defcribes it as often growing to the fize of a very 
large tree> 70 or 80 feet in height, and above 4 feet in dia- 
meter ; he mentions two varieties, one with yellow and the other 
with white wood; that with yellow wood is foft and brittle, 
much ufed for boards, heels^ of fhoes, alfo turned into bowls, 
trenchers, <fec. the white is heavy, tough, and hard, and is 
fawed into joifts, boards, &c. for building. 

Ray informs us in his Hifi. PL that this tree was culti- 
vated here by Bifhop Compton, in if 88: and from Miller 
we learn, that the firft tree of the kind which flowered in 
this country, wa»in the gardens of the Earl of Peterborough, 
at Parfons-Green, near Fulham; in Mr. Ord's garden, at WaU 
ham-Green, there is, among other choice old trees, a very fine 
tulip-tree, which is every year covered with bloflbms, and which 
afforded us the fpecimen here figured. It flowers in June and 
July, rarely ripens its feeds with us, though it does readily in 
America. 

The foliage of this plant is extremely Angular, moft of tlic 
leaves appearing as if truncated, or cut off at the extremity ; 
they vary greatly in the divifion of their lobes, the flowers dif- 
fer from thofe of the tulip in having a calyx, but agree as to 
the number of petals, which is fix ; and fo they are defcribed 
in the fixth edition of the Gen. P//of Linn, but in Profejfor 
Murray's Syft. Veg. Ait. H. K. Lifin. Syjl. Nat. cd. 13, by 
Gmelin, 9 are given^ this in the firft inftance muft be a mere 
typographical error arifing from the inverfion of the 6. 

This tree is found to flourifli moft in a foil moderately ftiff 
and moift, is ufually raifed from feeds, the procefs of which is 
amply defcribed by Miller in his DiQionary.

This plant, not linfrequently met with in«gardens« is known 
to moft cultivators by the name of Strawberry Spinach ; the 
leaves fomewhat refembling thofe of the latter, and the fruit 
that of the former: C. Bauhine likens its berries to thofe of 
the Mulberr)% to which they certainly bear a greater refemb- 
lance : in moft of the fpecies of this genus the calyx exhibits 
a very fingular phenomenon, when the flowering is over, it 
increafes in fize^ becomes fleihyj and finally pulpy^ containing 
the ripe feed, which however it does not wholly envelope ; 
thus from each clufter of flowers growing in the alw of the 
leaves are produce;^ fo many berries, of a charming red co- 
lour, to vhich the plant owes its beauty altogether, for the 
flowers are fmall, herbaceous, and not diftinftly vifible to the 
naked eye 1 they can boaft however of being of the firft clafs 
in the Linnean fyftem Monandria, to which few belong. 

Strawberry Elite is a hardy annual, growing fpontaneoufly in 
fome parts of France, Spain, and Tartary ; is not a very old 
inhabitant of our gardens, Mr. Aiton mentioning it as being 
firft cultivated by Mr. Miller in 1759. Its berries are pro- 
duced from June to September; in their tafte they have nothing 
to recommend them, though not pleafant they are harmlefs. 

Clusius we believe to be the firft author who gives a 
figure and defcription of it. 

It affefts a dry foil, and open fituation ; in fuch there is no 
neceflity to give any particular direftions for its cultivation, 
as it comes up readily from feed fpontaneoufly fcattered, fo 
much fo as fometimes to prove a troublefome weed.

We may rank the White Lily among the very oldeft inha- 
bitants of the flower-garden; in the time of Gerard it was 
very generally cultivated, and doubtlefs at a much earlier 
period ; a plant of fuch ftatelinefs, fo fhewy, fo fragrant, and 
at the fame time fo much difpofed to increafe, would of courfe 
foon be found very generally in gardens, into which its intro- 
duftion would be accelerated on another account ; it was 
regarded as a plaijt of great efficacy ; among other extraordi- 
nary powers attributed to it, we are gravely told that it taketh 
away the wrinkles of the face. 

LiNNAus makes it a native of Paleftine and Syria; Mr. 
A I TON of the Levant. 

Its bloffoms, which open early in July, continue about 
three weeks, and when they go off leave the flower-garden 
greatly thinned of its inhabitants. 

Of the White Lily there are three principal varieties : 

1. With double flowers. 

2. With flowers blotched with purple. 

3. With ftriped leaves, or leaves edged with yellow. 

The two firfl: of thefe are to be efteemed merely as curiofities ; 
in the third the plant acquires an acceflion of beauty which it 
has not originally j though many perfons objeft to variegated 

leaves. 






leaves, as conveying an idea of ficklinefs, that complaint can- 
not be urged againft the foliage of the llriped Lily, to which 
the borders of the flower-garden are indebted for one of their 
chief ornaments during the autumnal and winter months ; early 
in September thefe begin to emerge, and towards fpring ano- 
ther fet rifes up in their centre, of more upright growth, and 
which announce the rifing of the flowering ftem. ' 

Befides thefe varieties, Linnaeus has confidered the Ulium 
album florilus dcpendentibus J. peregrinum of C. Bauhine, the 
Sultan Zambach of Clusius, and the Hortus Eyftettenfis^ as 
one of its varieties alfo : Miller regards this plant as a di(lin£l 
fpecies, and thofe who have attentively examined the figures 
and defcriptions of Clusius and the Hort. Eyft. will be of the 
fame opinion. 

The Lily incrcafes mod abundantly by offsets, hence it be- 
comes neceffary that the bulbs fliould be taken up, and re- 
duced every fecond or third year ; but the ftriped leaved va- 
riety incrcafing much more flowly, fliould remain unipolefted 
for a greater length of time. 

There is fcarcely a foil or fituation in which t,he Lily will 
not grow, it will thrive moft in a foil moderately ftifF and 
moift; though a native of a warm climate no feverity of wea- 
ther affefts it with us : we may learn from this, not to regu- 
late the culture of plants invariably by the climate in which 
they grow fpontaneoufly. 

The befl: time for removing the bulbs of this plant is about 
the middle of Auguft, before they flioot forth their leaves ^ 
but they may be tranfplanted any time from September tQ 
fpring.

Plumeria is a genus of plants named by Tournefort in 
honour of his countryman the celebrated Plumier, it comes 
near to Nerium'or Oleander, and contains feveral fpecie.^ all 
natives of warm climates. 

The prefent plant is a native of Jamaica, where it is known 
by the name of Red Jafmine, from whence feeds and large 
cuttings are often fent to this country ; here they require the 
ftove to bring them to flower: fecd-veffels they are never 
known to produce. 

The flowers, which are very odoriferous, are produced in 
July and Auguft in large bunches, on the fummits of ihe 
branches, from whence the leaves alfo proceed ; the Items, 
\ vhich grow to a confiderable height as w^ll as thicknefs, are 
i naked, and the whole plant lofes its foliage from the middle 
of winter till about the beginning of May ; the branches 
and other parts of the plant, when broken off, give forth a 
milky juice, the leaves are handfome, and the veins remarkable. 

Being too jender to bear the open air of this climate, ii is 
kept in the ftove even during fummer, in hot weather it mud 
have plenty of air, and in cold feafons be fparingly watered. 

Is propagated by feeds, but more frequently by cuttings, 
which Miller recommends to be put by for !wo months or 
ten weeks, previous to tjicir being committed to ihc carih^

In addition to the powerful recommendations of beauty and 
fragrance, the Tutfan-leav'd Dogfbane interefts us on account 
of the curious ftrufture of its flowers, and their lingular 
property of catching flies. 

This fpecies is a native of different parts of North-America ; 
Mr. W. Hale, of Alton, Hants, who rcfided at H^li^^x in 
Nova-Scotia feveral years, brought me fome feeds of it ga- 
thered in that neighbourhood, which vegetated, and produced 
flowering plants : it is not new to this country, being known 
to MoRisoN who figures it, and to Miller who cultivated 
it in 1731. . 

It is a hardy perennial plant, growing to about the height 
of a foot and a half, or two feet, and flowering from the 
beginning of July, to September; it has a creeping root, 
whereby it increafes greatly in light dry foils, and warm 
lituations, fo as even to be troublefome ; it will not thrive in 
a wet foil j with us it produces feed-veffels but rarely ; is 
propagated by parting its roots in Autumn or Spring; Miller 
Tecommcnds March as the moll prdper feafon, or it may be 
raifed from feeds, which in certain, fituations and fcafons 
ripen here^

The flowers of this Apocynum have a fweet honey-llkc 
fragrance, which perfumes the air to a confiderable diftance, 
and no doubt operates powerfully in attrafting infe&s ; when 
a plant of this fort is fully blown, one may always find flies 
caught in its bloflbms, ufually by the trunk, very rarely by 
the leg ; fomctimcs four, or even five, which is the greateft 
poflible number, arc found in one flower, fome dead, others 
endeavouring to difentangle themfelves, in which they arc 
now and then fo fortunate as to fucceed ; thefe flies ate of 
different fpecies, the mufca pipiensy a flender variegated fly 
with thick thighs, is a very common viftim, the mufca domefiica^ 
or houfe fly, we have never obferved among the captives. 

Previous to our explaining the manner in which it appears 
to us that thefe infefts are caught, it will be neceflary that we 
fliould defcribe, in as plain a manner as pofliible, thofe parts 
of the flower which more particularly conftitute this fatal 
fly trap. 

On looking into the flower we perceive five Stamina, the 
Antherae of which arc lafge, of a yellow colour, and converge 
^nto a kind of cone ; each of thefe Antheras is arrow-fliaped^ 
towards the top of the cone their fides touch but do not 
adhere, below they feparate a little, fo as to leave a very 
narrow opening or flit between each, they are placed on veiy 
fliort filaments, which fl:and fo far apart that a confiderable 
opening is left between them, which openings, however, are 
clofed up by procelfcs of the corolla, nicely adapted to, and 
projefting into them; at the bottom of, and in the very 
centre of the flower, we perceive two germina, or feed-buds, 
the rudiments of future feed-veflels, furrounded by glandular 
fubftances, fecreting a fweet liquid ; on the fummit of thefe 
germvpa, and betwixt the two, (lands the ftigma, in the form 
of a little urn, the middle of which is encircled by a glandular 
ring, which fecrctes a vifcid honey-like fubftance, to this part 
of the .ftigma the Antherae interiorly adhere -moft tenacioufly, 
fo as to prevent their feparation unlefs confiderable force be 
applied ; it is, as we apprehend, the fweet vifcid fubftance 
thus fecreted by the ftigma, within the Antherae, which^the fly 
endeavours to obtain, and to this end infinuates its trunk firft 
into the lowermoft and wideft part of the flit, betwixt each of 
the Antherae above defcribed, pufliing it of neceffity upwards : 
when gratified, not having the fenfe to place itfelf in the fame 
pofition as that in which it flood when it inferted its trunk, 
and to draw it out in the fame direction downwards, uixfyr- 
Innately for it, it varie£ its pofition, and pulling its trunk 
upwards, draws it into the narrow part of the flit, where it 
becomes clofely wedged in, an4 the more it pulls the more 
* fecurcly 



fecurely it is caught, and thus this heedlefs infefl, as Thomsoh 
calls it, terminates its exiftence in captivity moft mifer^ible. 

In the incomparable poem of Dr. Darwin, entitled the 
Botanic Garden^ there is a figure given of this plant ; and ii* 
the Supplement we have the following account written by Mr^ 
Darwin, of Elfton. 

" In the Apocynum Androfaemifolium the Anthers converge 
'i over the ne6laries, which confift of five glandular oval 
^ corpufcles, furrounding the germ, and at the fame time 
^ admit air to the neftaries at the interftice between each 
«* anthers but when a fly inferts its protofcia between thefc 
** anthers to plunder the honey, they converge clofer, and with 
** fuch violence as to detain the fly, which thus generally * 
« periflies." 

This explanation of a phenomenon entitled to much atten- 
tion, is widely different from ours ; which of the two is moft 
confonant to truth and nature, we fliall leave to the deter- 
mination of future obfervers. 

In explaining the preceding appearances, to prevent con- 
fufion we called thofe parts which form the cone in the middle 
of the flower Antherae, but ftriftly fpeaking they are not fuch, 
the true Antherae being fituated on the infide of their fummits, 
where they will be found to be ten in number, making in fa£l

This plant here reprefented is generally known to the 
Nurferymen about London sis the Turnera ulmifolia^ or Elm- 
leav'd Turner a^ its foliage however does not anfwer to the 
name, nor to the figures of the plant as given by Martyn in 
his Cent. PL and Linn^cus in his Hortus Cliffortianus^ which 
figures indeed are fo fimilar that they look like copies of each 
other, thefe reprefent the true elm leaf; on the fame plate of 
Martyn s Cent, there is given a very excellent figure of what 
he confiders as another fpecies of Turnera, vide Synoh. and 
whicli Miller, who cultivated it about the year 1773, aifo ^ 
defcribes as a diftinft fpecies, under the name of angu/fifolia, \ 
aflerting, from the experience of thirty years, that plants 
raifed from its feeds have conftantly differed from thofc of 
the ulmifolia ; this is our plant, which on his authority. we have 
given as a fpecies, though LiNNiEus regards it as a variety. 

Plumier gave to this genus the name of Turnera, in 
honour of Dr. William Turner, a celebrated Englifli 
Botanift and Phyfician, who publiflied an Herbal, black letter, 
folio, in 1568. 

The prefent fpecies is a native of the Weft-Indies, and is 
commonly cultivated in our ftoves, where it rifes with a 
femi-flirubby ftalk, to the height of feveral feet, feldom 
continuing more than two or three years ; young plants 
generally come up in plenty from feeds fpontaneoufly fcattered, 
fo that a fucceflion is eafily obtained. 

It flowers from June to Auguft. 

Its foliage has a difagreeable fmell when bruifed ; its flowers 
are (hewy, but of ftiort duration, and are remarkable for 
growing out of the footftalk of the leaf.

Prof. Jacquin, in the fecond volume of the Flora 
aujiriaca, gives an excellent figure and accurate defcription 
of our plant, a native of the Alps of Germany and Switzer- 
land, and points out the charafters in which it differs from 
the alpinum, for which it has fometimes been miftaken. 

It is a hardy perennial, rarely exceeding a foot in bei-bt, 
produces its fpikes of pendulous flowers, which are of a nioll 
beautiful purple colour, in July and Auguftj hitherto thcfe 
have not been fucceeded by feed-veflels with us, though we 
have cultivated the plant for feveral years. 

Its fize renders it a fuitable plant for rock-work, on which 
it will grow readily, increafing by its roots, which are of the 
creeping kind. 

Haller mentions a variety of it with white flowers.

Clayton, in' the FL Virg. publifhed by Gronovius, 
defcribes this plant as a native of Virginia, and fays of it, 
** maddidis gaudet locis," it delights in \^et places; LinnjEus 
makes it a native of Canada alfo. 

It is a hardy, perennial, herbaceous plant, growing with us to 
the height of about two feet, and producing its flowers, which 
are of a pale violet colour, in July and Auguft ; ihcfe are fre- 
quetitly fucceeded by capfules containing pcrfeft feeds, by 
which the plant may be propagated, as alfo by parting its 
roots in Autumn ; Miller recommends the feeds to be town 
as foon as ripe. 

The plant fuccceds beft in a moift and fomewhat fhady 
fituation, with a loamy foil. 

A perufal of the fynonyms will fhew to what a variety of 
genera this plant has been referred by different authors; LixV- 
N^us firft gave to it the name of MimuluSy of which term we 
find in his Philofophia Botanica the following concife explana- 
tion: — "MiMULus mimus perfonatus;" in plain Englifh, a 
malked mimick : Mimmulus is a claflical word for the Pedi- 
cularis, orLoufewort; the Englifli term Monkey flower has 
probably been given it, from an idea that mimiilus originated 
from /X//AW a monkey, as in mimujops monkey face.

We are induced to confider the rofe here reprefented, as. 
one of the moll defirable plants in point of ornament ever 
introduced to this country ; its flowers, large in proportion: 
to the plant, are femidouble, and with great richnefs of colour 
unite a moll delightful fragrance ; they bloffom during the 
whole of the year, more fparingly indeed in the winter montlls; 
the (hrub itfelf is more hardy than moft greenhoufe plants, and 
will grow in fo fmall a compafs of earth, that it may be reared 
almoft in a coffee cup ; is kept with the lead poflible trouble, 
and propagated without difficulty by cuttings or fuckers. 

For this invaluable acquifition, our country is indebted to 
the late Gilber^t Slater, Efq. of Knots- Green, near Layton- 
ftone, whofe untimely death every perfon muft deplore, who 
is a friend to improvements in ornamental gardening : in pro- 
curing the rarer plants from abroad, more particularly from 
the Eaft-Indies, Mr. Slater was indefatigable, nor was he 
lefs anxious to have them in the grcateft perfeftion this 
country will admit ; to gain this point there was no contrivance 
that ingenuity could fuggcft, no labour, no expence withheld; 
fuch exertions muft foon have infured him the firft colleSion 
of the p)lants of India: it is now about three years fince he 
♦obtained this rofe from China; as he readily imparted his 
moft valuable acquifitions to thofe who w^ere moft likely to 
increafe them, this plant foon became confpicuous in the 
collcftions of the principal Nurferymen near town, and in 
the courfe of a few years will, no doubt, decorate the window 
of every amateur. 

The largeft plants we have fcen have not exceeded three 
feet, it may no doubt be trained to a much greater height; a 
variety of it much more robuft, having ufually feveral flowers on 
a footftalk, of a pale red colour, and fcmidouble alfo, has more 
l;itc!y been introduced, and as far as we can learn from the 
fcimc fourcc.

The flowers of moft of the fpccies of Jafmine are odori- 
ferous, trivial names therefore expreflive of this quality are 
ineligible, as wanting charafler; the prefent name is pecu- 
liarly objeftionable, inafmuch as feveral other fpecies arc 
greatly fuperior to this in point of fragrance; a leffon for 
Botanifts to abftain from trivial names of the fuperlative de- 
gree, fuch as odoratijjimumyfcetidiffimum^ maxifnum, minimum^ &c. 

The prefent fpecies, according to Mr. Aiton, is a native 
of Madeira, and was cultivated by Mr. Miller, in 1730; it 
is now a plant common in moft greenhoufes : it will form a 
flirub of confiderable fize, which requires *no fupport ; its 
leaves are glofTy, inclining to yellow, growing for the moft 
part three together, fometimes pinnated ; its blolfoms, which 
are yellow, make their appearance from May to November : 
in point of hardinefs it is fuperior to many greenhoufe plants, 
and may be propagated without difficulty by cuttings.

Dr. Brown, in his Natural Iliftory of Jamaica, gives td 
this genus the name of Portlandia^ in honour of the Duchefs 
Dowager of Portland, who employed many of the leifur^ 
hours of a long and happy life, in the purfuits of natural 
Iliftory, in which Ihe was eminently fkilled. — She was th^ 
friend and patron of Mr. Lightfoot, who dedicates to her 
his Flora Scotica ; the fine colleftion of rare and valuable tree*, 
and fhrubs which enrich part of the grounds at Bulftrode, wcrt 
of her planting. 

Dr. SwARTz, in his Obfervations on the Plants of the 
Weft- Indies, informs us, that this fpecies grows wild in Ja- 
maica, where (incolit calcareofa petrofa) it inhabits calcareous 
rocky places*, forms a fmall tree about the height of fix feet, 
and flowers from the middle of Summer to Autumn ; its bark, 
he obferves, as in other plants of the fame genus, is extremely 
bitter. 

From Mr. Aiton we learn, that it was introduced here 
by ■ • Ellis, Efq. in 1775. 

It forms A very beautiful ftove plant, not of difficult growth, 
and readily difpofed to flower; we have feen blowing plants 
of it little more than a foot high;' its bloffoms are not only 
uncommonly large, fhev, y, and curious in their ftruflure, but 
fragrant alfo, and very much fo when dried. 

It is ufually increafed by cuttings.

In the Autuma of 1792, Samu£l Tolfrey Efq. moft 
kindly invited me to infpeft a vaft number of the natural 
produftions of Botany-Bay, in his poffeffion ; colle£led with 
great alliduity, and brought over in high prefervation by 
Captain Tench; among other curiofities, he fliewed me 
fpecimens of the earths of that country, imported in very 
fmall bags. I fuggefted to Mr. Tolfrey, that thofe earths 
might poffibly coniain the feeds of fome curious and unknown 
plants; he readily acquicfced in thfe idea, and permitted me 
to make trial of them : accordingly, in the Spring of 1793, I 
expofed them in fhallow pans, on a gentle tan heat, keeping, 
them duly watered ; in the courfe of the Summer they yielded 
me fourteen plants, moft of which were akogedier new, and 
among others the fpecies of Goodcnia here figured; this we 
have (ince found to be a hardy greenhoufe plant, flowering, 
from July to OCiober, and very readily increafcd by cuttings. 

The oldeft plant in our pofleffioii is about a foot and a half 
high, much branched, the ftalks arc round and fmooth to the 
I* ked eye, grcxMi below, above purplilh, the leaves are fmooth,. 
of a deep bright green colour, alternate, ftanding on footftalks, 
which gradually widen into the leavers, fomewhat ovate, and 
deeply toothed; the flowers grow in the alae of the leaves, 
forming a thin fpike, they are feflile, of a pale violet colour, 
and have a peculiar finell which is rather unpleafam ; at the 
fide of each flower are two long narrow Brafteae; the Calyx, 
which is placed on the gcrnien, is compofed of five fliprt ovate 
leaves, which appear edged with hairs if magnified; the Corolla 
is monopetalous, the lower part, which at firll is tubular, fplits 

longitudinally 



longitudinally above^ and forms a kind of half tube, tbe edges 
of which arc brown, the infide yellow, the butfide greenilh, 
the mouth befet with fhort hairs, each of which is terminated 
by a fmall villous head ; the limb is deeply divided into five 
linear fegmcnts, fpreading out like a hand, and terminated by 
fliort points ; the Filaments are five in number, of a whitilh 
colour, fomcwhat broadeft above, rather flat, inferted into the 
receptacle ; Antherae oval, flattened, yellow, bilocular, a little 
bent, the length of the pillillum; but this is to be underftood 
of fuch flowers as arc not yet fully expanded, in thofe that are, 
they are much fliorter, and appear withered; the Style, in 
flowers about to open, the length of the filaments, upright, in 
thofc that are opened much longer, and bent fomewhat down- 
ward ; Stigma at firft upright, in the form of a cup, having 
the edge curioufly fringed with white hairs, afterwards it clofes 
together, lofcs its hollow, and affumes a flat appearance, and 
nods fomewhat, the back part or it is bearded ; Germen 
beneath the calyx, oblong, ufually abortive with us. 

The name of Goodenia has been given to this genus by 
Dr. Smith, in honour of the Rev. Samuel Goodenough, 
LL. D. of Ealing^ my much-honoured friend, whofe name 
will be ever dear to Botanifts for his laborious inveftigation of 
the Britifh Carices*.

This Paffion- Flower is dcfcribcd in the Hort, Kew. as a new 
one, under the name of ciliata, introduced by Mrs. Norman, 
from the Weft-Indies, in 1783 : we faw it during the latter 
part of the laft Summer, with great profufion of flowers, iit 
feveral collefclions, more particularly in that of Mr. Vere, 
Kenfington-Gore, from whence our figure and defcription 
were takcji» 

Its ftalks are round, perfeflly fmooth, and run to a very 
great height ; leaves dark green, gloffy, perfeftly fmooth, ex- 
cept on the edges, where they are befct with ftrong glandular 
hairs, divided into three large and two fmall lobes, the middle/ 
lobe running out to a conlidcrable length, the footftalks of 
the leaves are bcfet with a few hairs thinly fcattered, at the 
bafe of each leaf is a tendril, and two finely-divided ftipulae, 
edged alfo with glandular hairs. The Involucrum is compofed 
of three leaves, dividing into capillary fegmcnts, each of Ivhich 
terminates in a vifcid globule, fetid when bruifed ; betwixt 
the involucrum and the bloifoni is a fhort peduncle ; the 
pillar whith fupports the germcn is of a bright purple colour, 
with fpots of a darker hue, the germen is fmooth and green ; 
Styles green ; Stigmata of a dark green ; Filaments fix in 
number; Anthene pale yellow green, the former dotted 
with purple ; of Radii, thert may be faid to be four rows 
variegated with white and purple, petals ten, externally 
greenifli, internally red, deeper or paler according to cir- 
cumftances. 

The leaves of this plant vary greatly in form, according to 
the health and luxuriance of the plant ; on comparing it with 
the/a?//i/j, we ftrongly fufpeft it to be a variety merely of that 
lj)ecics : time will fhew. 

It is increafed by cuttings, or feeds. 
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
